It is a report from Joffre to 
the minister of war, and it is 
believed here to indicate that 
the French plan for the in\a- 
iion of Germany contemplate,* 
the capture of Strassburg and 
the crossing of the Rhine at that 
fortified point.

read as follows: 
“ All day yesterday we contin­ 
ued our progress in Upper Al- 
sa ce, 
We have nowr occupied 
the larger portion of the Vos 
ges valleys on the Alsatian wa­ 
tershed, from whence we shall 
soon descend on the plain.”

PARIS, Aug. IS.— “On to S t i A l ­ 
burg,” was the French war slogan 
today. 
The great fortified capital of 
Alsace-Lorraine is the objective of 
an inien>e French army now operat­ 
ing from four «entral pointe in Al­ 
sace-Lorraine. 
Troops 
have been 
poured across the frontier from the 
Belfort fortifications 
and through 
the passes of the Vosges into the 
valley of Hie Schirmeck. The French 
tai airy advance has 
penetrated 
to 
Rosheim in sight of Molsheim, the 
gateway to Strassburg. 
There has been constant skirmish­ 
ing, but the German forces in Up­ 
per .Alsace, 
plainly 
following the 
preananged plans, have slowly given 
way before the superior forces 
of 
France. 
They will make their first 
determined 
stand 
at 
Molsheim* 
where the French aero men report 
Germany's 
infantry 
entrenched 
across the 
country* 
supported by 
heavy artillery and Knipp rapid-tii- 
ers. 
British General Approves 
Gen. loffre’s plan of campaign has 
been approved by the British

marshal. Sir John French. He spent 
last night at the war office and went 
over it very carefully.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. IS— The 
general Russian advance along the 
German and Austrian frontiers 
is 
now' in progress. 
An official state­ 
ment issued by the war office today 
declared: 
The German 
frontier 
has been 
crossed by forces of the czar in at 
least six different places. 
Small 
German forces were driven back and 
several hundred prisoners taken. 
Cavalry in Action 
The Russian cavalry is in action 
along miles of the Prussian and Aus­ 
trian frontiers. 
The entire caval­ 
ry forces of the nation have 
been 
pushed to the front to prevent raids 
by either the Germans or the Aus­ 
trians while the infantry was being 
mobilized. 
As a result it is stated 
there have been numerous skirmish­ 
es but none assumed the importance 
of a general engagement. 
Meanwhile, the 
mobilization for 
all practical purposes is completed. 
Enroute to Moscow 
the czar w*as 
greeted everywhere with outbursts 
of patriotic enthusiasm. 
It is stat­ 
ed here that he plans to go to th© 
front as soon as it shall be determ­ 
ined where he can hest serve the na­ 
tion. 
.Austria Reports Russ Repulse 
VIENNA, Aug. 
18.— (Delayed) — 
The Austrian advance into Russia is 
in progress. 
The Russian invading 
army, in the Styr valley, had been 
driven back on the frontier. 
The 
enemy's force consisted for the most 
part or Cossacks. 
The Austrian ar­ 
my corps, which 
were 
withdrawn 
from the Servian boundary and re­ 
placed there by fresh levies, 
hive 
assumed the offensive and Austrian 
cavalry has penetrated the Russian 
frontier at a number of points. 
Beyond the declaration that 
the 
Russian invasion has been checked 
and that the Austrian 
losses

“ not out of proportion to the

portance of the movement," no de­ 
tails of the fighting have been made 
public. 
An official 
announcement

the war office says: ‘The mobiliza­ 
tion of the army has been completed 
brilliantly."

KINGSTON EXCITED 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.— Wild ru­

the steamer Pastores declared today. 
Only a week ago, a report spread 
that Germans had poisoned the wa­ 
ter and many natives took to their 
beds, thoroughly convinced that thty 
were about to die.
